REVIVED POPULARITY OF KING COTTON 


CONTRIBUTES TO VALLEY PROSPERITY 


FRESNO — The revival. of 
cotton’s popularity has 


contributed to a new wave of 


prosperity in the San Joaquin 
valley which has many 
implications, as viewed by Clovis 
grower, William F. McFarlane, 
chairman of the board of Calcot, 
Ltd. 

One of the healthiest aspects 
is that the valley is not overly 
dependent upon King Cotton for 
its well-being, as it once was, 
McFarlane says. During the 
1950’s and early °60’s, cotton 
was the money tree, and many 
other crops were break-even 
propositions worked into the 
cotton rotation. Now, even with 
cotton selling at record prices, 
other crops offer equal profit 
opportunities. 

Also on the plus side is that 
under current legislation, 
agriculture is free of restrictions 
imposed by government 
regulation on what and how 
much of a crop a farmer can 
produce. 

Another thing which pleases 
McFarlane about the improved 


economics of agriculture is that 
“we've finally found the way to 
keep young people on the 
farm.” 

Many farm-bred youths are 
deciding there are greater 
financial opportunities at home

than anywhere else in business 


or industry, he says. Other 
satisfactions come from the 
knowledge that the young 


person is helping to meet an 
unprecedented world-wide 
demand for food and fiber. 

Not that McFarlane expects 
the present smooth road to 
continue indefinitely. Just as a 
little under-supply can 
contribute to inflated prices for 
a commodity, so can a little 
over-supply result in sharp price 
breaks. 

For cotton, however, there 
are several positive forces at 
work. One is the new world-wide 
demand, which Calcot has 
helped to translate into sales 
with its recent trade missions to 
China and eastern Europe. Japan 
this season has been the biggest 
single buyer of California cotton 
as US. spinners kept waiting for 
the price to fall, which it never 
did. 

At the same time, petroleum 
shortage have forced synthetic

GYPSY MOTH 
FIGHT PLANNED 
IN ALAMEDA CO. 


SACRAMENTO — Solid 
evidence of the presence of the 
destructive pest, gypsy moth, in 
Berkeley two months ago has 
caused State Department of 
Food and Agriculture USDA and 
Alameda county officials to map 
plans for an intensive trapping 
program in that city in the 
spring. The purpose is to 
determine the size of any 
population that might have 
survived the winter. 

If allowed to gain a foothold 
here, the voracious pest could 
destroy deciduous trees, 
including fruit and nut bearing 
trees. It will attack pine and fir 
trees and varieties of 
ornamentals asuch as roses and 
holly. To date, more than 11 
million acres of, forest in the 
eastern U.S. have been infested. 

If state, federal, and county 
officials can obtain information 
on egg mass locations now, they 
can make detailed plans for 
search for the caterpillar stage 
during March and April when 
the eggs are expected to hatch 
and become larvae; larvae feed 
on the leaves of valuable forest 
and shade trees. 

One hungry gypsy.moth larva 
can eat an entire square foot of 
leaf surface in 24 hours. With up 
to 1,000 larvae hatching from a 
single egg mass and up to 2,000 
masses reported per acre in the 
east last year, their destructive 
capability ‘is readily apparent. 
They have been known to 
defoliate a full grown tree in a 
single day.

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SUBSTITUTE NATURAL GAS SEEN 
AS CLEAN-BURNING ENERGY SOURCE 


VISALIA — A _ proposed 
project that could lead to 
deliveries of 250 million cubic 
feet per day of substitute natural 
gas (SNG) for customers of 
Southern California Gas Co. was 
detailed this week by Harvey 
Krammes, of Visalia, San 
Joaquin Valley Division manager 
for the utility. 

Krammes said a plant to 
convert coal to SNG is being 
planned within the Navajo 
Indian reservation in the 
northwest corner of New Mexico 
about 30 miles southwest of 
Farmington. 

“If approved by the Federal 
Power commission, the plant 
could start production of 
pipeline-quality SNG by 1977,” 
Krammes said. “The SNG would 
represent a new source of 
clean-burning energy for this 
area,” he explained. 

‘He reported that Western 
Coal Gasification Co. (WESCO), 
a joint venture of subsidiaries of 
Pacific Lighting Corp., Los 
Angeles, and Texas Eastern 
Transmission Corp., Houston, 
has filed an application with the 
FPC for authorization to build 
the plant. Pacific Lighting is the 
parent company of Southern 
California Gas Co. 

The SNG would be produced 
using the Lurgi process, which 
involves a series of chemical 
reactions whereby carbon from 
coal is combined with hydrogen 
from water to form methane - 
the primary ingredient of natural 

as . 
“Cost for constructing the 
facility,’ the utility spokesman 
said, “is estimated at $400 
million, with over $40 million 
earmarked solely. for 
environmental considerations.” 

At the outset. of the project, 
WESCO hired Battelle Columbus 
Laboratories of Columbus, Ohio 

a non-profit institute - to 
compile a comprehensive 


environmental report on the 
gasification plant. 
‘‘The report, prepared 


according to guidelines of the 
federal Natural Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969, indicated 
that coal gasification activities 
will meet or more than meet 
applicable environmental control 
standards set by the Navajo 
Tribe, the state of New Mexico 
and federal environmental 
regulations,” Krammes said. 

He added that the proposed 
plant’s environmental design 
takes into consideration three 
important aspects - water usage 
and conservation; stack gas 
emissions of sulfur dioxide, 
nitrogen oxides and particulates; 
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and solid waste disposal. 

“The scars caused by strip 
mining will be healed by land fill 
and revegetation through a 
complete program of 
reclamation,” he said. 

“The gas company recognizes 
that the wealth of the Southwest 
resides as equally in its clear 
water and skies as in_ its 
abundance of potential energy 
fuels,” he said, “and is planning 
the coal gasification plant 
accordingly. 

“Having learned from the 
mistakes of others, we plan on 
taking every precaution 
necessary to make this plant a 
beneficial project for everyone 
concerned. Environmental 
quality and the offering of 
much-needed jobs for the Navajo 
people are important aspects of 
this project which will supply a 
new source of clean-burning 
SNG fuel.”

manufacturers to cut back 
because of excessive energy 
usage required in their fiber 
production processes. 

Also, there are limits on just 
how much cotton acreage can be 
expanded around the globe. 
McFarlane points out: 

“Many factors are involved, 
among them the inter-relation- 
ship of crops. A number of 
cotton-producing nations are 
short of food, so they may have 
to emphasize greater foed 
production at the expense of 
cotton acreage. 

‘“‘Other countries with 
available land and climates 
suitable to cotton will not be 
able to step, up production much 
until they tool up for it and get 
their land in shape. This could 
take years.” 

So, everything considered, 
the Calcot leader concludes that 
things look pretty good for the 
western cotton producer over 
the intermediate term. The 70 
and 80-cent levels of this year’ 
can’t be expected to continue 
indefinitely, for as McFarlane 
says: 

“We have to keep in mind 
that only a year ago we were 
talking about 27 and 28-cent 
cotton.” 

The San Joaquin valley 
grower has something else going 
for him - the premium paid for 
the Acala cotton produced 
under the valley’s one-variety 
Program for high quality 
production, McFarlane said. This 
Premium has brought valley 
cotton as much as a 10-cent a 
pound edge this season over 
upland cottons produced in 
other areas of the U.S. cotton 
belt. 


‘WILD TURKEY 
SEASON TO OPEN 


Tulare county is included 
among 15 California counties 
in’ which wild turkey season 
will open Saturday, 
November 10 and continue 
for 16 days. Limit is two 
birds per season, either sex; 
shooting hours are one-half 
hour before sunrise to 
one-half hour after sunset; 
most birds are found on 
private land so hunters are 
cautioned to obtain 
permission to hunt. Last year, 
some 5,500 California 
hunters bagged about 1,900 
wild turkeys.

Hydrokleen line of. filteration 
equipment being manufactured 
by Woods at Terra Bella and 
marketed by some 40 dealers 
throughout agricultural areas of 
the United States. 

Basically, the Hydrokleen 
filter removes suspended solids 
from irrigation system water. 
Units vary in size to fit specific 
job demands; construction is of 
stainless steel; advantages 
claimed for the filter include 
ease of maintenance, 
automation, and quality 
construction throughout. 

Woods, who was raised on a 
citrus orchard near Mesa, 
Arizona, attended the University 
of Arizona, Arizona State, and 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, majoring in chemical 
engineering. 

His first move into the 
professional field was as district 
engineer in charge of the five 
Rocky Mountain states for Betz 
Laboratories, consultants in 
industrial water problems, then 
to Wallace & Tiernan (now 
Pennwalt Corp.) in a similar 
capacity. 

Later, he purchased, operated 
then sold two Culligan Soft 
Water franchises; joined Gulf Oil 
company (Gulf General 
Atomics), working in the early 
development of reverse osmosis, 
saline conversion, and industrial 
waste water recycling and 
reclamation; then became 
national sales manager with Gulf 
Environmental Systems. 

Woods left Gulf to go with 
Philco Ford in their new liquid 
process products division, where 
he assisted with design and 
installation of ultra-quality 
water systems in Ford Motor 
corporation automobile battery 
plants and assembly plants. 

So, with this background, 
why Terra Bella? 

“‘T suppose enough is 
enough,” Woods says. “After 17 
years in the corporate jungle, 
traveling almost constantly, my 
wife and I finally decided to get 
out. We wanted to make a 
permanent home in the 
Porterville area, and since all of 
my experience was in the field 
of industrial water systems, |

had little choice in selection of a 
livelihood. 

“T recognized that “industry” 
and water in the San Joaquin 
valley add up to agriculture, so I 
went into agricultural irrigation 
systems installation, but now 
I’m sort of back to my ‘business 
home’ - water treatment.”’ 

Mrs. Woods is the former 
Darleen Reeves, of Porterville, a 
stepdaughter of Solon Boydston, 
Porterville citrus grower. The 
Woods have three children -.a 
married daughter in southern 
California, a son who is just 
entering the United States Army 
Air Force, and a second son who 
attends Vandalia elementary 
school. 

G.T. Woods Construction is 
located on old highway 65 in the 
Terra Bella town area, opposite 
Muller Irrigation, where Woods 
has bought up most of the 
block, with plans for future 
expansion. 

In fact, he has just completed 
a concrete slab adjoining his 
shop on the north, and within 
the next year expects to increase 
present production space by 
about 150 percent while at the 
same time increasing employees 
from the present 13 people to 
about 30. 

He is also developing and 
marketing stainless steel fuel and 
water tanks designed for boats 
and recreational vehicles, but 
even though he -diversifies into 
other stainless steel products, he 
says that agriculture will remain 
his prime production market. 

It was about two years ago 
that Woods left the “corporate 
jungle,” set up shop in Terra 
Bella, and purchased a home on 
the Indian Reservation road 
where he and his family now 
reside. 

In doing this, Woods reversed 
the usual procedure of following 
the dictates of a job. 

Instead, he went where he 
and his family wanted to live, 
then created a job. 

Actually, however, he did 
much more. He created a new 
and expanding industry that 
appears certain to become a 
significant factor in the Terra 


Bella, and the southeastern 
Tulare county a gri-business 
community.
